ITS  OBJECT 

To  foster  interest  among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational, 
and  civic  conditions  of  their  communities,  and  to  make  efficient  their  volun¬ 
teer  service. 

Inasmuch  as  the  New  Haven  Junior  League  feels  that  it  could  not  have 
carried  on  its  work  of  financing  maternity  cases  in  the  hospitals,  without  the 
aid  of  its  most  generous  friends,  the  League  would  like  them  to  know  to 
what  advantage  the  money  was  expended. 

Our  first  step  was  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  hospitals  by  obtaining 
a  saving  of  from  five  to  ten  dollars  on  each  case. 

Secondly,  in  order  to  weed  out  the  most  needy  cases,  we  accept  only  those 
patients  referred  to  us  by  such  organizations  as;  The  Visiting  Nurse  Associ¬ 
ation,  The  Civic  Protective  Association,  The  Mental  Hygiene  Society,  The 
New  Haven  Dispensary,  and  The  Grace  Hospital  Dispensary.  We  also  take 
other  cases,  providing  a  social  service  worker  has  investigated  them.  In  this 
way,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  Social  Service  Exchange,  we  feel  that  only  the 
most  deserving  receive  our  aid. 

We  hope  to  carry  on  the  same  work  another  year,  and  expect  to  render 
even  greater  service,  with  the  help  of  your  generous  patronage.
